Tbrra la no nutlet, and tbe It vel It 
kept down br evaporation only, wbicb 
It very rapid becaute of tbe Intente 
heat, the dry airaotpbare and th" dry 
wladt which are coottantly blowing 
down the gorget between the lunun* 
taint Th la evaporation daueca a baxe 
or reitt to bang over tbe lake at all 
tlmcf, and when It It more rapid than 
utual heavy cloudt form, and thunder 
tiormt tometlinet rage with great vlo 
lance In the pocket between tbe elllTa, 
even In tba dry teaeon. A flood of rain 
often fallt upon tba turface of the tea 
when tba luo It tblnlng, rod tba at> 
motphero It at dry at a bone ball a 
mile from tbe tbore.
